Schnaubelt the Bomb.

The Haymarket Assassin in 
California. - 


He Was Seen at the Home of His 
Brothers in Vallejo Less Than 
Two Weeks Ago. 


The Story of the Fugitive’s Wander- 
ings—He May Have Returned 
to His id Haunts in 
Brazil.

SAN FRANCISOO, May 12.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Rudolph Se@hnaubelt, the flerce- 
looking, heavy-jawed Anarchist who threw 
the bomb in the Haymarket riot nine years 
ago, has been in California for at leas: a 
year. He was seem in Vallejo, thirty Milles 
from this city, less than two wecks ago, 
and it is belleved that he is either hiding 
in that place mow or is en route for Rio 
de Janeiro, Brazil, where he lived until the 
outbreak of the recent revolution. The 
story of Schnaubeft’s return to the United 
States in defiance of the law which sent 
five of his fellow-Amarchists to eternity for 
participation in the slaughter in the Hay- 
market is but a counterpart of the story of 
his arrest and almost Immediate release by 
the Chicago policg after the bomb was 
thrown. Both go do prove that he was a 
man of extraordigary courage and con- 
summate address. 

In coming to California Schaubelt's evi- 
dent purpose was to Visit his brothers, Ed- 
ward and Henry, and his mother, who left 
for Chicago on April 4 last. The first- 
ramed brother, whé, Uke the bomb-thrower, 
is a machinist, worked in the United States 
Navy Yard at Mars Island, and boarded at 
the Howard House im Valicjo. The second 
brother lives on a ranch near Requa, Del 
Norte county, Dut paid several visits 
to Vallejo during past year and lived 
not only at the House, but at No. 
cottage which at pres- 
of Edward and two

about two weeks ago. This man was tall 
and angular;had square, muscular shoul-

“Are they Anarchists?’ 

“Perhaps. I know Schnaubelt is an An- 
archist. He admits that de is. During the 
railroad strike last summer they used to 
bring mysterious parcels to the house and 
the men instead of leaving by the Ohlo- 
street door, went out the back way over 
the hills in the direction of the railroad. 
They worked day and night, then, and I 
told my daughter, Mabel, that I thought 
they were making bombs. I told her that 
if anything happened we would know 
where it originated.” 

Mrs. Lake could not recall Rudoiph 
Schnaubelt, but knows Edward and 
Henry, but she does remember the myate- 
r stranger who dieappeared two weeks 
— Mre. Kauffman, an old German 
weatan who lives two blocks south of the 
cottage and who was acquainted with Mrs. 
Schnaubelt, recalled some interesting con- 
fidences that she received from the bomb- 
thrower’s mother, but when she found 
that she was talking toa reporter she sud- 
denly became dull. From other sources it 
was learned that Schnaubelt came to Cal- 
ifornia from Brazil. When he left Chi- 
cago after his arrest and release, he fled 
to Mexico, where he remained for eeveral 
years, and then went to Rio de Janeiro, 
where he obtained employment in a gov- 
ernment machine shop. 

The breakout of the revolution found 
Schnaubelt arrayed on the side of the 
revolutioniets, and there is a story that 
he employed the knowledge of explosives 
and bomb-making that he obtained as 6 
member of the old Larrabee-sireet group, 
of which Lingg was also a member, on 
behalf.of the republican party to such 


the hands of the leaders. His anarchistic 
eemiiments, however, caused suspicion to 
fall upon him, and he had to fly from Bra- 
zil. The first trace of him in thia coun- 
trv ®emins at Los Angeles, where, accord- 
ing to his mother, he was married. The 
next is found at Vallejo. If he has started 
for Brazil again, and there is some reaeon 
for thinking so, he is probably aecom- 
panied by his wife. . 

When the correspondent reached the 
Southern Pacific ferry this evening to 
take the boat for Vallejo Junction, Edward 
Schnaubelt was there tosee him off. In a 
eeneral conversation Schnaubelt admitted 
that he, too, had been a member of the Lar- 
rabee-street group of Anarchista in Chi- 
cago, but claimed to have left that city a 
vear and a half before the bomb wae 
thrown. He was intimately acquainted 
Sith Spies, Lingg, Parsons and Fielden. 
and seemed proud of the fact that Michael 
Schwab is his brother-in-law. 

“Is Rudolph on his way to Brazil, or is 
he in that country?” the reporter asked. 

Schnaubelt looked disconsolate and made 
no reply. <As he parted from the ro- 
porter he said, very significantly: ‘“Look

Japan Crossed in Her 
Hour of Triumph. 


Russia Dashes Her Cup of 
Joy With Gall. 


The Mikado’s Subjects Kept in Igno- 
rance of the Bitter Draught 
in Store. 


News From the Orient Prior to the 
Recent Understanding—En- 
gland Grows in Favor—A 
Korean Episode.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—The steam- 
ship City of Peking arrived tcday from 
Yokohama, bringing the following corre- 
epondence to the Associated Press: 

TOKIO, April 27.—Although totally ‘z- 
norant up to this day of what la in store 
the people of Japan are about to receive 
a heavy blow of adverse fortune. To 
what extent the news of the hostile com- 
bination of Russia, Germany and France 
has been made public in Europe and 
America, residenta of Japan have no means 
of knowing, but in this country it re- 
mains a secret of state, and may not be 
authoritatively dieclosed for some time 
to come. Rumors are prevalent, but the 
startling fact that the three great powers 
have united to deprive Japan of che con- 
tinental territory ceded by China is 
scarcely suepected by any outside of the 
official circles. 

The announcement was delivered at Hi- 
roshima on April 22, and. after receiv- 
ing. the Emperor's commands, Count Ito 
set forth to consult with Viscount Mateu 
at the sanitary resort of Maiko, whither 
the junior peace commiesioner had re- 
paired in the hope of regaining his shat- 
tered health. The heads of departments 
in Tokio were notified on April 24, and 
the foreign ministers were confidently ad- 
vised on that and the following day. By 
them the governments not already con- 
cerned were made acquainted with the 
facts. No Japanese newspaper hae yet ob- 
tained information on the subject, and 
the foreign journals tidulge only in vague 
speculations. Upon the general populace 
the stroke has yet to fall. 

The indignation, which the Japanese 
government does not affect to conceal, is 
intensified by the tardiness with which 
the intentions of the three powers were 
revealed. Many weeks ago they were 
frankly notified of the general terms to 
be imposed upon China. They knew quite 
well that a part of the Shin-King province 
would be demanded, and if they had then 
declared their objection or at any time 
previous to the signing of the treaty at 
Bakan their remonstrances would doubt- 
lees have received consideration. But it 
seems as if Russia had purposely schemed 
to put Japan into a painful and disadvan- 
tageous pesition. By walting until the 
great bulk of the Japanese army had 
crossed the continent she certainly 


Emperor welcomed them on their returll 
to Hiroshima were echoed on all sides 
with genuine sincerity, and instead of in 
curring the temporary ill-will of thé 
masses, as it was feared they might by 
agreeing to more lenient terms of accom 
modation than were hoped for by thé 
nation at large, they have advanced in thé 
esteem and confidence of their countrys 
men to a point which few Japanese mine 
ters of state have ever attained. All ta 
of their retirement is now at an end 
Count Ito will remain at the head of the 
Cabinet as long as he chooses to serve iff 
that capacity, and Viscount Matsu may pre 
side indefinitely, if such is his pleasuré 
over the foreign interests of Japan. 

In a proclamation of unusual length the 
Emperor has reviewed the present situa 
tion, giving due credit to all concerned 
in the extension of the-eountry’s prestige, 
and expressing his satisfaction with the 
officials who have harmoniously 
ated in executing his purpose, and with 
the soldiers and sailors who have sus 
tained the national glory, and with the 
patriotic loyalty and fidelity of his milk 
ions of subjects. He looks forward with 
pride to the prospect of augmented pros- 
perity and admonishes the people not 
be unduly exalted by the triumphs thus 
far achieved; not to imagine that hight 
ambitions can be realized except by mod 
est perseverence in the development of 
civilization. He especially denounced the 
unwor*hy spirit which. in the conceft of 
recent victory. offers insult to other states 
or seeks to weaken the friendly relation 
with foreign powers. Finally he affirms 
that “with regard to China the exchange 
of ratifications of the treaty shall mart 
the restoration of amity between the two 
empires, and that no endeavor should be 
spared to promote neighborly intercoursé 
and good will. 

Li Hung Chang arrived at Tien-Tsin of 
April 20. He was welcomed by Prince 
Kung, who had come from Peking to meet 
him. Orders were sent by the Emperor 
that Li should not proceed to the capital, 
but should forward the treaty thither for 
ratification. Miyoji Ito, chief secretary of 
the Japanese Cabinet, whose labors if 
connection with the peace conference have 
been arduous, has been appointed plent- 
potentiary to proceed to Chee-Foo and 
conduct the ceremony of exchanging the 
ratifications. Chinese merchants in Japa, 
many of them men of wealth and stand- 
ing, profess great satisfaction with the 
conclusion of peace, and are about to seng 
a petition to the court at Peking praying 
that Li Hung Chang be rewarded for bis 
services, as it is certain that he secured 
the best possible terms df agreement. Tt 
is true that by his entreaties the Japaner 
were persuaded to make important abate- 
ments of their original demands. 

Korean affairs are taking an extraor- 
dimary turn, and the capital is in a state 
of “unprecedented excitemnt. The ut 
raveling of the great conspiracy, the first. 
acts in which were the murders of cer- | 
tain officials in sympathy with the reform 
measure proposed by Japan, has involved 
many of the highest personages in the 
realm. One of the first exposed was Yi- 
Chung, the recently- appointed envoy to 
Japan and the favorite grandson of the 
Tai-Won-Kun. On learning that discov- 
ery was imminent, he hastily resigned his 
office of envoy and prepared to escape 
from Seoul, but the government was in- 
formed of his purpose and, on the night 
of April 18, sixty policemen went to the 
Tai-Won-Kon‘s palace with the King’s 
warrant to arrest the alleged criminel 
Yi refused to surrender himself, and was 
unceremoniously hoisted on the back of 
a stalwart constable and carried to jail, 
The Tai-Won-Kun in a frenzy of rage, 
followed his grandson at 2 o'clock next 
morning and demanded admittance, which 
was refused.

a military and commercial ration. 

A PROMINENT POWER. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Tokio 
cablegram stating that Japan has her eye 
on the Nicaraguan Canal presents a new 
and important phase of the canal question. 
in which the United States has taken such 
a vital interest. 

Thus far the United States has regarded 
Great Britain as the only dangerous com- 
petitor for the use or control of the canal. 
Now Japan's interest in the canal pre- 
sents a new factor. Her victories over 
China promise to make her a prominent 
power in the Pacific. By gaining privi- 
lewes in the use of the Nicaraguan Canal, 
Japan will also secure direct access to the 
Atlantic without the long trip around Cape 

orn. The importance of a quick route 
to the A®antic from Japan is said to be 
very great from a naval and commercial 
standpoint. The details of the recent ne- 
gotiations at Washington cannot be 
learned as treaty-making is guarded with 
much care until the instrument is con- 
cluded. * 

Minister Kurino will leave for Mexico 
at an early date to present his credentials 
as Minister to that country to which he 


is accredited, as well as to the United 
States. 


ANOTHER INVASION OF CHINA. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.— Another 
army is about to invade China, but the 
campaign will be conducted on different 
lines from that of the Japanese. The Sal- 
vation Army is going to try to conquer 
the Orient and bring the millions of Chi- 
nese into the fold of Christianity. 

The leader of the movement is Fong Foo 
Sing. a young Chinese who is a member 
of the Salvation Army in this city, and 
why is employed as a typewriter in the 
Office of the War Cry. He said to a re- 
porter: “I expect that the army at the 
proper time wili send me to China. To go 
to China was the object that really led me 
into the Salvation Army. I wanted todo 
something for my country along army 
lines. The late war, I believe, has made 
China open her eyes. As a result the way 
will be opened for Christianity, civiliza- 
tion and other good things.“ 

Capt. Fong expresses himself fluently in 
English, but uses some expressions that 
The following is a note he 
wrote for the reporter: 

“I fully believe that when we have a 
Chinese work started in a prosperous way 
lots of Christian Chinese will rally round 
us and fight beneath our colors to bring 
China to Christ.

KOREAN PRINCES COME TO STUDY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—Prince Min 
Young Chan, a cousin of the King of 
Korea, and Prince Min Kiong Sik arrived 
from Hongkong today on the steamer City 
of Peking, en route to Washington, where 
they are going to study the English lan- 
guage and American customs. The King 
of Korea was induced to send the young 
princes to the United States to be edu- 
cated by Clarence Greathouse, an Ameri- 
can who holds a high position in the For- 
eign Office of the government. The 
princes will remain in this city a week 
before departing for the East. 


LAST BATTLE OF THE WAR. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—The World has 
the following special advices from Tokio, 
via San Francisco: The last battle of the 
war between Japan and China at Tien- 
Chwang-Tai, March 10, resulted in a 
butchery equalling the atrocities at Port | 
“Arthur. It demonstrated that the cdm- | 
‘mon soldiers of both oriental races are as 
blood-thirsty and as brutal as the Amer- 
ican Indians. The Custer massacre was 
not more horrible than the slaughter of 
8 by the Japanese at Tien-Chwang- 


Tien-Chwang-Tai is in Manchuria, only 
a few miles from New-Chwang. The 
Chinese under Gen. Sung had fortified it. 
The Japanese infantry and 5000 cavalry 
and artillery attacked Gen. Sung’s posi- 
tion March 9 from three sides. The 
Chinese were quickly routed and the 
Japanese army entered the town and be- 
gan the slaughter. Though 1400 Chinese 
were killed only one wounded Chinaman 
was taken prisoner. The wounded were 
dispatched on the field in the American 
Indian style. Then the town was sacked 
and burned. Letters from eye-witnesses 
describe the butchery as horrible. 

LONDON, May 12.—4 dispatch to the 
Times from Paris says that in the nego- 
tiations for the Chinese loan, Germany 
bas formed a powerful group which ie in- 
clined to issue the loan on condition that 
the customs and other receipts shall be 
controlled dy Europeans.

Edwin Darling Claims He 
Was Poisoned. 


The Composer Tells of the Sufferings 
Caused Him By His Faith- 
less Wife. 


After She Met Dr. Spranger She Was 
a Changed Woman—Abused 
Him Without the Slight- 
est Provocation.

NEW YORK, May 12.—The dying dec- 
laration of Edward Irving Darling, the 
composer, has been filed with other docu- 
ments in the District Attorney's office in 
the case in Which Flora Adams Darling, 
mother of Edward Irving Darling, accuses 
Dr. Spranger of having poisoned her son. 
Soon after the death of Darling, Spranger 
married his widow. They are now in Cali- 
fornia. The affidavit made by Edward Irv- 
ing Darling was written partly by himself 
in the presence of witnesses a few hours 
before his death. In the statement he tells 
how, in December, 1890, he met with an 
accident when attempting to save property 
for a firm he was with in Detroit. «, 

Dr. Betz was the surgeon and Dr. Spran- 
ger the physician who attended him. He 
declared that intimacy between Dr Spran- 
ger and Mrs. Darling, his wife, began dur- 
ing his illness. Concerning this intimacy 
Darling alleges: ‘Prior to her acquaintance 
with Dr. Spranger we had lived happily. 
From that date she was a different woman. 
Where she had been amiable, agreeable 
and cheerful, she was now petulant, vin- 
dictive and arbitrary. I seemed to be 
the object of her antipathy.” 

Darling said that this was in the spring 
of 1892 and up to that time his health was 
perfect. Barly in March he had a severe 
attack of what was called cholera morbus. 
He did not recover, but kept attending to 
business. Dr. Spranger, he _ said, fre- 
quently gave him medi.ines which seemed 
to afford him temporary relief, but ulti- 
mately left him in a worse condition. 

In a few weeks his weight from 148 went 
down to 98 pounds. He was sick without 
being able to find out what was the matter, 
and continues: ' 

“On June 1, 1892, Miss Clayton came to 
my house to write The Viking.’ We con- 
tinued at the work until July 4, when my 
wife came into absolute possession of an 
estate yielding an income of about $12,000 
annually. We left for Washington on 
July 5, went to the Ebbitt House. The 
second day after our arrival I had a most 
violent attack, nearly dying. We returned 
to Detroit on July 18. I was too ill to 
sit up and had to lie in my sleeping-apart- 
ment all the way and have been regarded 
as a dying man ever since. @uring the 
time we were in Washington Mrs. Dar- 
ling developed a new phase of character. 
She did not allow me to see any of our 
friends.”’ 

Darling declared that his wife continued 
to grow vindictive and abusive without 
the slightest provocation.

THEY WENT WRONG. 


WHY THE ANTI-REVOLUTION- 
ARY BILL WAS LOST. 


The Conservatives Desert the Govern- 
_ment—Vacancies Likely to Fol- 
low in the Prussian Coun- 
cil of Ministers. 


Assoolated Prees Leased-wire Service. 

LONDON, May 12.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A dispatch to the Times from Berlin says 
that when the last paragraph of the Anti- 
revolutionary Bill was read out, scarcely one 
conservative remained true to the govern- 
ment. Thus ended ingloriously the long 
campaign in defense of religion, morality 
and social order. What consequences are 
to be expected from this first defeat of the 
Hohenlohe ministry and who is to blame 
chiefly for the flasco are questions now ex- 
clusively occupying the public opinion of 
Germany. 


It appears improbable at the present mo- 
ment that a ministerial crisis of great mo- 
ment is likely to result, still less a disso- 
lution. An appeal to the country would, 
at best, be hazardous. At the same time 
it must not be concealed that the debates 
of the last.few days have been character- 
ized by remarkable mistakes on the part 
of the representatives of the government, 
with the exception of the Chancellor. But 
the three chief spokesmen, Dr. Scboenstedt, 
Minister of Justice; Gen. Bronseart von 
Schellendorf, Minister of War, and Herr 
von Koeller, Minister of the Interior, 
adopted a tone completely at variance with 
Chancellor von Hohenlohe and which con- 
tributed in no small degree to the final 
failure of the measure. 

It will not be surprising to learn ‘that 
the defeat of the Anti-revolutionary . Bill 
creates a vacancy in the Prussian Council 
of Ministers. No one is inclined to de- 
lieve that either the Kaiser, who, is it 
reported, had a good opinon of von Koel- 
ler, or Chancellor von Hohenlohe, is edi- 
fied at the performance of the Minister of 
the Interior, who, the Vorwaerts says, de- 
serves an homorary membership in the 
Socialist party of the interior. That no 
result was obtained is, in the first place, 
owing to the fact that the champions of 
religion, morality and social order have 


been unable to subordinate their own | 


wishes to the general good. Attention must 
also be drawn to the breach in the govern- 
ment center which doubtless exercised an 
influence in the development of the situa- 
tion. It may be taken for granted that 
the failure of the attempt to combat the 
eubversive tendencies in the basis of com- 
mon law will be followed by renewed de- 
mands for exceptional legislation. There 
is ecarcely a word of dieappoimtment in the 
press. The Radical and Socialist organs 
are highly delighted. 

The Times in a leader ‘thie morning says: 
‘The decieion is a serious one, and per- 
haps the most serious feature is that it 
seems to be thoroughly popular with some 
of the most important clasees of the State. 
It is an unmistakable rebuff to the policy 
proclaimed by the Kaiser himself on his 
famous s at Koenigsburg last Sep- 
tember. That result will be welcomed by. 
a large number of his subjects. That is 
not a very satisfactory end to the several 
months of parliamentary warfare. United,. 
the forces of: religion, morality and so- 
cial order could have carried the day, but 
the one thing which, in Germany, these 
forces cannot do is to unite. They did 
not care for one part of the bills, the 
Center did not care for the other. They 
could have carried the bills as a whole 
had they come to terms, but apparently 
they did not trust each other well enough 
to make an effective bargain. 

The Standard in a leader says: It is 
the impression abroad that the bill was 
framed and introduced without sufficient 
forethought and defended with inadequate 
vigor. Taunts rather than arguments 
seem to have been the weapons employed. 
The crown is visibly woreted in a strug- 
gle of its own choosing, with the country’s 
representatives. The German Emperor 
has more than once appealed to his people 
to trust him. May not the Germans say 
in turn that they deserve to be trusted by 
the Emperor? With this or that Reich- 
stag a ruler can afford to differ, but he 
cannot safely quarrel with the sentimenis 
and ideas of the nation at large.“ 

The North German Gazette reflects the 
official opinion that those who are blama- 
ble for the rejection of the bill may rest 
assured that they can by no means count 
on a tacit approval, and that they will 
also have reason to seriously reflect how 
the situation will probably develop. 

The Graphic says of the action of the 
German Reichstag that the rejection of 
the Anti-revolutionary Bill has long been 
foreseen. It was crudely concelved and 
clumsily drafted and was altogether un- 
justified by the social condition of the em- 
pire. The marvel is that the government 
ever hoped to pass it, 


CRESPO IS POPULAR. 


A Unique Demonstration at Caracas 
—Public Policies. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Recent advices 
reaching the Venezuelan legation tell of 
a popular demonstration at Caracas, in 
which 10,000 people gathered to the sup- 
port of President Crespo’s policy. The 
demonstration centered at the “Yellow 
House,“ President Crespo’s official resi- 
dence, similar to our White House. The 
gathering represented all political parties, 
and was meant as a ratification of the 
President’s course in obliterating party 
lines and forming a Cabinet from all the 
political elements and parties in existence, 
the purpose being to harmonize all fac- 
tions in a common line of action. The re- 
sult has proven very satisfactory, as the 
demonstration indicates. It is said to 
have no direct bearing on the British- 
Venezuelan question further than in 
showing the harmony and strength of the 
Crespo administration on all questions of 
public policy. The Venezuelan papers are 
printing, with much favorable comment, 
the recent expressions of the American 
press on the British-V@nezuelan question. 
The government is disposed, however, not 
to keep up a ferment on the matter. 

The Venezuelan Congress, now in ses- 
sion, is giving its main attention to per- 
fecting the law code patterned after the 
Napoleonic code, which prevails through- 
out all the States of Venezuela. No tariff 
or financial bills have been introduced, as 
Venezuela's condition on both these ques- 
tions is said to be very satisfactory. She 
has the gold standard, with the bolivar, 
named after the Liberator, as her stand- 
ard coin. It is made ofb oth gold and sil- 
ver, but the former dominates and makes. 
the standard for both coins There is also 
a satisfactory paper currency, guaranteed 
by the banks, something like-the proposed 
State bank currency in the United States, 
but not redeemed or guaranteed by the 
Venezuelan government. It has

Hazelton has received a: dispatch 
from Hon. B. B. Smalley of Vermont, 
through whose Influence he was appointed 
Minister to Venezuela, saying that he 
would arrive in Washington tomorrow to 
give | attention to them. It is 
known definttely that Secretary Gresham, 
in a cable dispatch to the minister, called 
for his resignation. The minister desires 
to see the specie charges, and before ten- 
dering his resignation will endeavor to 


have his side of the case presented to 
President Cleveland. 


Assistant Secretary Uhl expected the 
written resignation to be tendered yester- 
day, and asked for it at an interview with 
the minister in the morning and again at 
3 o'clock; but’ Hazelton asked that action 
be deferred until the arrival of Smalley, 
with a view to putting in a defense to the 
charges. He says he feels that his future 
standing is at stake, and this is more to 
dim than the retention of his digicmatic 
— which he will undoubtedly re- 

The feading up to Mr. 
Hazelton’s return tras been brief and en- 
tirely by cable. Secretary Gresham's dis- 
Ser- stated that facts had come to the 

nowledge of the President which com- 
pelied him to call for the minister’s imme- 
diate resignation. Secretary Gresham 
spoke with deep regret of the necessity 
for this course. No specific charges were 
mentioned. Hazelton’s dispatch in answer 
asked permission to leave for Washington to 
resign. His purpose was to come here 
and learn the charges, but by an inad- 
vertence he had requested that he micht 
return to resign This phrase was con- 
strued to mean a resignation, and accord- 
ingly Assistant Secretary Uhl had asked 
that the resignation be submitted in ac- 
cordance Wth the dispatches. 

Hazelton u much depressed over the 
condition of affairs. He speake frankly 
in defense of himself, although reserved 
as to departmental matters. He referred 
today to several further features of Ad- 
miral Meade’s visit to Venezuela, showing, 
in the judgment of the minister, the ani- 
mus of the ‘ses. One of the occur- 
rences was in the presence of 
Crespo of Venezuela.

OHAPTER VIII.—COIN’S SERIES OF

With much affectation of learning 
Spread over three pages, we are led up to 
this proposition (p. 58:) 

“Finally the silver men, pushing their 
cause, forced the declaration from the ad- 
ministration that all paper was redeem- 
able in gold and silver at the option of 
the holder. This meant that they (sic) 
demanded the most favored and valuable 
of the . The government had 
stored most of the silver and issued paper 
money on ft which wae declared to be re- 
deemable in gold. This cut the ase of 
the column half in two and left us with 
only half a foundation for our financial 
eyetem.”’ 

Thus, we are told, the financial crisis 
of 1890 (the Baring crieis,) was produced 
and thie és Illustrated by an explosion 60 
destructive that gold iteelf disappears in 
the picture, while, according to the text, 
it ‘twas involved under the enormous 
Strain placed upon it.“ whatever that may 
mean. These pictures are indiapensable 
because nobody can possibly understand 
the argument.

money, and then a series of explosions 
took place, first the Baring crieis, and 
then the crisis of 1893, and all the sub- 
sequent disasters. The Australian panic 
is not specifically mentioned, but surely 
that is as much entitled to be counted 
among the results of the declaration of 
Harrison’s administration as is the Bar- 
ing crisis of England and Argentina. 

The whole of this jargon about panics 
le an arrangement of pegs upon which to 
hang the pictur@s of the explosions. No- 
body can understand it, but most people 
can understand an explosion—that is, they 
know that when an explosion takes place 
the things resting on the explosive ma- 
terial go up into the air. The artist can 
arrange these as he likes, and there is no 
danger that anybody will dispute the ar 
rangement. 

HOW PROF. LAUGHLIN GOT LEFT.

“Coin” began his answer with some 
wholly irrelevant remarks about tbe scare 
small bills in the summer of 1893, 
which led people to pay a premium for 
them during a brief period—this, by way 
of showing that a persistent variation be- 
tween silver and gold, extending over a 


resembling a panic of two or three weeks’ 
duration. Then he says, addressing 
Laughlin: 

At the time you speak of nearly all 
small money was made from silver, and, 
on account of the French premium for 
silver, our silver was leaving us. Small 
money was scarce, and frequently com- 
manded a premium, not on account cf the 
value of the silver bullion, but upon the 
demand for small money. Gold dollars 
commanded the same premium as silver 
dollars and 50-cent pieces.” 

If this means anything, it means that 
the French people.were so short of small 
coins that they bought ours away from us 
at a premium, and used it without remelt- 
ing, because that would have made it bull- 
ion, whereas, Coin“ says that the prem- 
ium was not on account of the bullion, 
but “upon the demand for small money.“ 
Now, in order to buy our small coins at 
any time after 1853,the French people would 
have béen obliged to pay 7 per cent. more 
for it than it was worth as bullion, be- 
cause we had reduced its weight in that 
year and made it subsidiary, or token 
money, as “Coin” had ready re- 
marked in an unguarded moment. 
But _ history not mention 
any time when France was using 
our small money in her local circulation, 
although we did use hers at one time. 

After the foregoing colloquy on the sub- 
ject of the drainage of our small coins to 
Europe prior to 1857 on account of the 
premium offered for them by the green- 
horns of France, Coin“ asked Laughlin 
whether he was satisfied with the answer, 
Saying: “I have the exchangeable qu<ta- 
tions of silver and gold bullion at the time 
you speak of.“ The professor said he was 
satisfied.

It will be noticed that Prof. Laughlin 
Gays that none of these lectures ever took 
place, although Coin“ says that they took 
place at the Art Institute in Chicago, de- 
ginning on the 7th day of May, 1894. 

It was shrewdly calculated by Coin“ 
that most of the readers of the book, catch. 
ing it up hastily and glancing through it, 
such lectures ac- 
tually took place, and that the persons 
whose names were used would pass it over 
with silent contempt, which would an- 
swer all the purposes of an admission that 
Yt was true. It all turned out as he an- 
ticipated, except that after Gage, Laugh- 
lin, and the rest had got tired of answer- 
ing letters from persons who really sup- 
posed that they had been truthfully re- 
ported, they decided to make a wholesale 
denial in order to save their own time and 
labor. The reading public do not like to 
have practical jokes played on them even 
on All Fools’ day. Hence it is no wonder 
that there has been considerable reaction 
against Coin“ since the public have found 
out that the boy lied.“ 

After Laughlin had been polished off, a 
man named Eustis asked the following 
question, p. 70: ‘ 

„Then,“ said Mr. Eustis, ‘“‘the Latin 
Union, Germany, and the United States, by 
free coinage, had maintained the commer- 
cial value of silver at par with gold?“ 
es, was Coin's“ reply. 

This phrase, The commercial value of 
silver at par with gold,“ has no meaning 
unless a ratio is mentioned at which par- 
ity is maintained. As no such ratio is 
mentioned, we might pass it over as one 
of a large number of phrases in this book 
as meaningless as that quoted from Rabe- 
lais, but the fact is that the Latin Union’s 
ratio 15% to 1, that of the United 
States 16 to 1, and that Germany had no 
ratio, having been on the single silver 
standard prior to 1871.

CHAPTER 1X.—'‘COIN'S” LECTURE ON 
THE GREENBACK SYSTEM. 

On p. 76, a certain Mr. Ridgley of Ogden, 
Utah, wants to know what is the objec- 
tion to a purely greenback system of 
money. 


The objection which is urged,” said 
„Coin,“ eis this: So long as there was con- 
fidence in the government, it would be a 
sound, stable money; but sO soon as con- 
fidence in the government is shaken, it 
would depreciate in exchangeable value. 
When the danger became’ imminent that 
the government was not able to enforce its 
legal-tender character, having no com- 
mercial value, it would become more or 
less worthless.“ 

What is the condition under which a 
government is not able to enforce the le- 
gal-tender character of its paper? Our 
government, during the revolutionary war, 
enforced the legal-tender character of 
Continental money until it had fallen to 
1000 for 1. The difference of effort re- 
quired to enforce the legal-tender char- 
acter of that kind of paper and of paper 
worth nothing at all is not perceptible. 
In fact, no effort was needed to enforce 
its legal-tender character even after it had 
become worthless. The only thing requir- 
ing an effort was to repeal the legal-tender 
acts. If these had been left unrepealed, 
creditors would have been powerles to 
refuse the paper for past debts. What 
“Coin meant by this phraseology 
we defy anybody to explain. 

Mr. Ridgley appears not to have been 
entirely convinced, for he proceeded to 
ask questions, viz.; Isn't it a fact that 
when war and great disturbances come, 
redemption money disappears and paper 
money takes its place anyhow? So, are not 
the people at such times embarrassed with 
à paper money fluctuating with their con- 
fidence in the government, and saddled 
with a worthless paper money if the gov- 
ernment goes down, and does the use of 
silver and gold as money ever prevent this 
condition from arising?“ 

“The use of redemption money.“ re- 
plied Coin,“ does not prevent the condi- 
tions you describe. Paper money always 
takes its place at such times.“ 

This is a statement that specie pay- 
ments are always suspended during wars 
and great disturbances, but without any 
definition of a great disturbance. Prob- 
ably it means any condition where specie 
payments are suspended—that is, that 
specie payments are always suspended 
when they are suspended. This can hardly 
be denied, but the general proposition 
that specie payments are always sus- 
pended during wars may be. There is no 
limitation on account of time, or place, 
or the size of the war. Well, we did not 
suspend specie payments during the Mex- 
ican war. We have had several Indian 
wars in which we did not suspend. England 
did not suspend during the Crimean war, 
or in any other of her numerous wars 
since 1820. Germany did not suspend dur. 
Ing the Franco-German war of 1870. There 
is. no evidence that David suspended dur- 
ing his wars with the Philistines, or Xer- 
xes during his invasion of Greece, or 
Caesar during his Gallic wars. 7 

Equally edifying is his explanation of 
social conditions during suspension: ‘‘Af- 
ter the use of redemption money cases, 
because of war,” he tells us, every one 
is on the same footing. As the paper 
money fluctuates from day to day all are 
taking chances alike. If it becomes 
wholly worthless, all have suffered more 
or less proportionately, and primary money 
immediately takes its place. 

This is a flat contradiction of observed 
facts during every era of irredeemable 
paper. It is not true that every one is 
on the same footing.” On the contrary. 
speculators are on one kind of footing and 
laboring men on another kind. This was 
the most conspicuous and notable feature 
of social and industrial life during the 
civil war, both North and South. It was 
the same way during the revolutionary 
war. A laboring man working for $30 per 
month would find his wages, when they 
became due, worth only $15. As the con- 
tinental money neared its end the depre- 
ciation became rapid, Prof. Sumner says 
that a man might lose his whole wages 
while earning; them.” And yet “Coin” 
tells us that the employer and the em- 
ployee are on the same footing. 

A PRECOCIOUS TRAITOR. 


Continuing to enlighten Ridgley, on p. 
77, after he has told us how primary 
money (meaning metallic money,) .takes 
the place of paper money when the latter 
becomes worthless, he says: 

“This latter is true, whether a new gov- 
ernment is founded on the ruins of the 
old_one at once or not. There may be a 
long interregnum, as in France toward 
the close of the last century, when che 
form of government was frem year to 
year almost substituted for another. No 
one knew what was coming next. No 
stability was in the government itself. 
During such a period, which may last for 
years, it would be impossible to make 
paper money circulate. But money made 
from property having a commercial value 
would circulate, and would assist materially 
in restoring order and civilization. In 
fact, it would be hard to restore civiliza-

„We are approaching such a period now, 
unless wise statesmanship shall intervene; 
commodity money—silver and gold—will 
be our only mondy, and will have to an- 
swer the purpose of a medium of exchange 
until a stable government can get on its 
feset and issue paper money. 

“All know and feel the necessity of 
money, and if chaos comes in this country 
it may be years before there is another 
government sufficiently established to give 
confidence to its issue of paper money.” 

What is it that we are approaching now? 
Evidently the condition that France was 
in toward the close of the last century— 
that is, revolution, reign of terror, Jacob- 
inism and finally Bonapartism and a stable 
government. All this is to come “unless 
wise statesmanship shall intervene.“ The 
only statesmanship that Coin“ knows or 
cares about is silver at 16 to 1. Therefore, 
the logic of his position is that unless we 
have free coinage at 16 to 1 the govern- 
ment will be broken up and a more stable 
one put in its place. Who will break it 
up? Those who are dissatisfied with it, 
of course. But the only dissatisfied ones 
are the 16-to-1 silverites. We fear that 
“Coin” is a precocious young traitor. We 
oi — the Chicago police to keep an eye 
on him. 


CHAPTER X—JUGGLING WITH PRICES. 
On p. 108 Coin“ presents a table of 
prices of wheat beginning in 1872, at $1.40 
per bushel (not mentioning the fact that 
that was the quotation in irredeemable 
paper,) and ending in 1893, at 63 cents per 
bushel. 

Then he says: 

“If a dollar buys a bushel of wheat dur- 
ing atime when the supply is normal, and, 
the conditions continuing normal, at a 
later time a dollar will buy two bushels of 
wheat, then the dollar has doubled its 
purchasing power.“ 

To complete the sentence he should have 
said in wheat —its purchasing power in 
wheat. But he wanted his readers to un- 
derstand that if a dollar would buy twice 
as much wheat at one time as at another 
it would also buy twice as much of every- 
thing else. J. K. Upton has examined 
this juggle, as it has been repeated by W. 
H. Harvey, in his letter to President 
Cleveland. Mr. Upton shows that ten 
years ago the price of wheat was 77 cents 
per bushel, while today it is 57 cents, a 
decline of 26 per cent. instead of 50 per 
cent. On the other hand, the price of 
corn ten years ago was 35 cents per bushel, 
while today it is 45 cents, an increase of 
28 per cent. As the corn crop of the 
United States is one-half greater in value 
than the wheat crop it follows that the 
farmers of the country have been gainers 
on these two crops taken together. From 
this Mr. Upton draws the reasonable in- 
ference that the standard of value has 
nothing to do with the matter. What bas 
to do with the matter is sufficiently piain 
if you look at the statistics of production. 
In 1884 the wheat crop was 357,000,000 
bushels; in 1894 it was 460,000,000, an in- 
crease of more than 100,000,000 bushels, 
and there was a general increase at the 
same time in the product of other coun- 
tries. Would not such an increase of it- 
self explain the fall in value? The corn 
crop Of 1884 was 1,796,000,000 bushels; 
that of 1894 was but 1,213,000,000, a de- 
crease of 573,000,000 bushels. Would not 
such a decrease in itself explain the in- 
crease of value per bushel? 

CHAPTER XI—THE ENGLISH OCTOPUS. 

We have finished our examination of the 
serious part of Coin's Financial School.“ 
What follows is either broad farce or 
blatant demagogism. On p. 124 we 
have a picture of “The English Octopus.” 
This represents the island of Great Brit- 
ain reaching out its tentacles to all parts 
of the world and sucking in gold. A help- 
ful conceit surely, to enable earnest citi- 
zens to reach a decision on a question of 
domestic policy. How can it make any 
difference to England what kind of cur- 
rency we have? We had a more fluctuat- 
ing currency than silver at one.time, but 
England did not mind. What we owe to 
England is payable in England, and if her 
money. is pounds sterling we must pay in 
pounds sterling, if we pay at all. There- 
fore it is all one to her whether our cur- 
rency is gold, silver or paper or chips or 
whetstones. It may be said that she has 
some money invested in this country in 
such a way that she must take her pay in 
our money, whatever it may be. That is 
true, but she ‘can sell these things, and 
has been doing so lately to a large ex- 
tent, and this withdrawal of capital has 
been the chief cause of the hard times 
here during the past two or three years. 
But suppose she does not sell. Suppose 
that she concludes to take pot luck with 
us as to these particular investments. 
How does that fact alter, or in any way 
affect the octopus? The theory of Coin“ 
is that we shall be better off when we have 
coinage at 16 to 1 (which means silver 
monometallism.) If we are better off, the 
octopus will be better off, too, as regards 
his American blood-sucking. But he will 
be just as much of an octopus as before, 
and will suck all the harder if he. finds 
the nourishment more agreeable. So. the 
only aim of the picture is to create preju- 
dice against England, or to play upon 
prejudices already existing. 

That this is the real aim, almost every- 
thing that follows shows. This, on p. 


131 we read: 
is claimed that we must adopt for 


silver-ising nations, while 96 per cent. of 
of our people is domestic 


So all the talk of war with England 
was about a bagatelle. Our trade with 
England is only one-third of our total 
foreign trade, and therefore only one-third 
of 4 per cent. of our domestic trade— 
i. e., 11-3 per cent. 

We are disappointed, however, to find 
“Coin” going in for war with England a 
third time, on p.135, and a fourth time 
on p. 147. Gomehow, there is no way of 
avoiding it; but on p. 135 we encounter a 
proposition which strikes us speechless. 
It is this: 

The gold standard will give England 
the commerce and wealth of the world. 
The bimetallic standard wall ke the 
United States the most prosperous nation 
on the globe. (Applause) , 

How these identical effects Would be 
produced by two 8 Polictes there is 
no hint of explanation. It is like saying 
that cold water will make John the 
strongest man in the world ani whisky 
will make James the most robusi. 

A LITTLE MORE TREASON. 

Next we have another threat of treason 
and civil war, and a pretty strong one, 
too (p. 135:) 

“To avoid the struggle means a surren- 
der to England. It means more—it means 
a tomb raised to the memory of the re- 
public. Delay is dangerous. At any mo- 
ment an internecine war may break out 
among us. Wrongs and outrages will not 
be continuously é@ndured. The people will 
strike at the laws that inflict them.“ 

This does not look to a change of the 
law by constitutional means, but to the 
subversion of the government and the 
raising of a tomb to its memory. It is 
hard to say which war Coin“ is most in 
favor of—war with England or inter- 
necine war.“ 

The whole argument of the book, so far 
as it uses argument, is that we need more 
money, and that free coinage at 16 to 1 
will give us more. This is exactly what 
the other side deny. They say that it 
would merely displace gold and give us 
no more money than we had before, but a 
kind. In his pretended dispute 

J. Gage, on p. 38, “Coin” said 
that he should leave the subject of inde- 
pendent free colnage by the United States 
to the last.“ Looking anxiously for that, 
we find it to consist of his assertion that 
“free coinage by the United States will 
at once establish a parity between the two 
metals,“ meaning a parity at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. Now all the bimetallists of re- 
pute in this country, such as Gen. Francis 
A. Walker and the late S. Dana Horton, 
hold the contrary opinion. e 


AND REPUDIATION. . 
If, however, free coinage at 16 to 1 
should banish gold from circulation, a way 
to get it back is pointed out on p. 143, 


“With silver remonetized and a just and 
equitable standard of values, we can, if 
necessary, by act of Congress reduce the 
number of grains in a gold dollar till it 
is of the same value as the silver dollar. 
(Applause.) We can legislate the pre- 
mium out of gold. (Applause.) Who can 
say that this is mot an effective remedy? 
I pause for a reply.“ 

DOWN ON INTERNATIONAL BIMETAL- 
LISM. 


This means passing a law to make fifty 
cents the equal of a dollar in all cases, 
which is indeed the aim of the free-coin- 
age party génemlly, although they do not 
all avow it so frankly.

„Coin.“ Coin“ takes for the motto of 
his book these words: 

“All money is a medium of exchange, 
but primary money only is the measure 
of values. 

Gen. Walker read a paper at the meet- 
ing of the Arerican Economic Associa- 
tion, at Chicago, September 13, 1893. (since 
published as a pamphlet.) entitled The 
Value of Money.“ In this he seeks to 
prove that prices of commodities are de- 
termined by th? demand for, and the sup- 
ply of, the actial coin and notes circulat- 
ing as money, ind not the coin only. His 
reason for hold ng this opinion is that: 

Bank notes are money. They are dis- 
tinct and tangible things, which pass out 
from the bank and have their own sepa- 
rate life and course; which become the 
property of hin in whose hands they are, 
just as truly a: do coins of gold or silver. 
Like such coins they pass from hand to 
hand throughovt the community, without 
reference to the character or the credit of 
the person offering them. Like such coins 
they are accefted in final discharge of 
debts and full payment for commodities, 
without necesszry recourse to the issuing 
bank, except as they may individually be- 
come too much worn for further circula- 
tion, after perorming, it may be a hun- 
dred, it may be a thousand, exchanges.”’ 

For these reasons he maintains that 
as money are, 

yw metallic money, facto 
determining prices. 


CONCLUSION. 

All of Coins Financial School“ after 
the picture of he octopus consists of low 
appeals to Coxcy's army, or of unmeaning 
drivel. It is useless to pursue it further. 

The question may be asked how the 
book came to have so much popularity 
and such a large circulation. The answer 
is easy—it is dte to the pictures. These, 
it must be adnitted, are very clever, al- 
though of unecual merit. Without them 
not five hundrd copies of such a sense- 
less book could have been sold, or given 
away. But whit a gloomy fate would be 
ours if the desiny of the republic lay in 
the hands of any skillful designer of 
comic almanac:! 

THE COAMBUS FORGERY. 

Since the forgoing. pages were written 
the Indianapoli: Journal has come to hand 
with some further remarks on the Co- 
lumbus forger already referred to.

The next thing that comes out of 
“Coin’s’” mouth is a little more brassy 
than the last. He ‘says: 

„A war with England would be the most 
popular ever waged on the face of the 
earth. (Applause) If it is true that she 
can dictate the money of the world and 
thereby create world-wide misery, it would 
be the most just war ever waged by man.“ 
(Applause.) . ae 

The applause interjected here and there 
is a furtherance of the idea that there was 
an audience listening to this stuff, com- 
posed of people so bereft of common sense 
as to approve of it. But in the next para- 
graph be changes his tactics and tells us 
that England is not forcing the gold 
standard on us, and that we can adopt 
silver without fighting her. Why, then, 
did he talk about a war with England be- 
ing so popular, and why did his hearers 
break out in applause about nothing? 

A little further along he changes his 
tactics again, and goes in for war once 
more saying: 

„Whenever property interests and hu- 
manity have come in conflict, England has

John R. Berry’s Free-coinage Ideas. 
LOS ANGELBDS, May 11, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) 1 propose to ex- 
amine as briefly as possible a few of the 
points that Horace White endeavors to 
make against the teachings of the little 
called “Coin’e Financial School.” I 
have read this book, but am not one Of its 
converts. I have also read the most that 
Mr. White has written on economic sub- 
jects, although his standing as an ecom 
omic teacher das never been prominent 
enough to entitle his writings to be con- 
sidered an authority. 

Referring to the objects of the teachings 
of “Coin’s Financial School” as being to 
bring about the free coinage of eilver at 
16 to 1, Mr. White says: 

As the market ratio of the two metals 
is 32 to 1, it is evident ‘that this country 
cannot make 16 ounces of silver equal in 
value to one ounce of gold when the whole 
world is offering 32 ounces of silver for 
one ounce of gold. 

WHAT MR. WHITE HAS SAID ELSE- 
WHERE. 

Upon this polnt I propose to quote White 
on White. Lalor's Political Encyclopedia” 
contains an article on Money written by 
Horace White, in which he uses this lan- 


guage: 

“Undoubtedly their (he is speaking of 
gold amd silver) use as money stands for 
the larger part of their value at the pres- 
ent time’ [ff they should cease to be 
used as money, and the whole existing 
mass of both metals be thrown upon the. 
market to sell for what the gold and ailver- 
emiths could afford to pay for them, they 
would fall enormously, and the further 
production of them would cease.”’ 

Here we find Mr. White teaching that 


and silver is derived from their use as 
money, and that if the demand for them 
for that use were destroyed they would fall 
enormously, in value—become so cheap 
that the further production of them would 


cease. 

Now the mroney use of gold and silver 
is the creation of law. The law that cre- 
ates the money use can also limit or de- 
stroy it. If the law ‘has created a full 
and unlimited money use of a given metal, 
and so given it to tdbe value which such 
use implies, and afterwards limite or de- 
stroys that use, it thereby reduces or de- 
stroys the value that it had thus created. 
If the law has created the full and un- 
limited money use of two metals at a 
given ratio, and thereby given to them 
the relative value which such use implies, 
and afterwards limits or destroys the 
money use of one of these metals, it in- 
evitably reduces or destroys the value of 
the one that is so discriminated against, 
and destroys the value relation originally 
established between the two. This is 
strictly in accord with Mr. White’a own 
teachings as above quoted. 

Now the thing that has here been con- 
ditionally stated is the thing that bas 
actually been done. The law of the United 
States in 1792 gave to gold and silver an 
unlimited money use at a fixed ratio, and 
afterward, in 1853 and 1873, greatly limited 
the money use of silver, thereby greatly 
reducing its value and destroying the 
the value relation that had previously 
been established between the two metals 
when the law gave to them the unlimited 
money use. The ratio of 32 to 1, there- 
fore, to which Mr. White refers as the 
market ratio, is a ratio established under 
conditions where the unlimited money use 
is given by law to gold, and a very re- 
stricted money use to silver. So long as 
the law gave the limited money use to 
both metals their value relation remained 
practivally unchangeable. When the law 
destroyed in large part the money use of 
silver, the value relation between them 
immediately began to change. Now.in the 
light of Mr. White’s own reasoning is 


that that which has been done by law 
shall -also be undone by law? The pres- 
ent ratio of 32 to 1 is as much as the creation 
of law as was that of 15 to 1 or 16 to 1, the 
only difference being that the latter was 
created by giving to both an unlimited 
money use, whereas the former. or 32 to 
1, was created by giving to one metal 
(gold) an unlimited money use, and 

the other metal (silver) a restricted money 


use. 

; OUR FIRST MONEY UNIT. 

Mr. White denies that the silver dollar 
was the monetary unit in this country 
from 1792 to 1873. In order to sustain 
this contention he tries to make use of 
a distinction between a “unit of number“ 
and a unit of value.“ Mr. White says 
that the word unit“ as used in the law of 
1792 meant a unit of number and not a 
unit of value. He quotes the law of 1792 
as follows: 

“That there shall be, from time to 
time, struck and coined at the said mint 
coins of gold, silver and copper of the fol- 
lowing denominations, value and descrip- 
tions, viz: Eagle—each to be of the value 
of ten dollars or units, and to contain £47 
grains and four-eights of a grain of pure. 
or, 270 grains of standard gold. (Half 
eagles and quarter eagles of corresponding 
weights and fineness.) Dollars or unit 
each to be of the value of the Spghish 
milled dollar, as the same is now current. 
and to contain 371 grains and four-six- 
teenths of a grain of pure, or 416 grains of 
standard, silver.“ 

Now the law distinctly says that the 
coins to be struek shall consist of eagles, 
half-eagles and quarter eagles, each to be

Spanish milled dollar as then current? 
Why, its value was fixed by the quantity 
of silver it contained. And how was this 
ascertained? Why, Hamilton. who was 
then Secretary of the Treasury, had one 
of these Spanish milled dollars assayed, 
and it was found to contain 371% grains 
of pure silver, and, with the alloy added. 
416 grains. Here, then, we have the law 
declarint that the dollar or unit shall be 
of the value of 371% grains of pure silver, 
and yet Mr. White has the audacity to 
argue that the unit or dollar of the origi- 
nal coinage law of 1792 was not a unit 
of value,.“ but & “unit of number.” And 
the same law also declared that the value 
of the gold coins—the eagles, half-eacies 
and quarter-eagles—should be what? Why. 
multiples of tbe value of the Spanish 
milled silver dollar. 
Mr. White admits that there was then 
no gold dollar coined, but he claims that 
the value of the original money unit was 
found by ascertaining that the Spanish 
milled dollar was selling for 24% grains 
of pure gold; in other words, that the 
original American dollar was made of jhe 
value of 24% grains of pure gold. But. 
on his own,reasoning, the value of 24% 
grains of pure gold was the same as the 
value of 371% Frains of pure silver: that 
is, these quantities of the two metals 
would purchase the same quantity of any 
»pexchangeable commodity. His language 
explains how the ratio of 15 to 1 was 
establishéd between the two metals. but 
it avails nothing against the express lan- 
guage of the law that fixed the value of 
the dollar or unit by making it the same 
as — Spanish silver dollar as then cur- 
rent.

First, it obviated the ex- 
pense of recoining these at our own mints; 
secondly, it supplied the people with specie. 
It is to be kept in mind that the United 
States produced practically no silver before 
1860, and that before that time all our 
silver had to be procured abroad. The use 
of foreign coins as domestic money simply 
obviated the expense of coinage. And 
this is one of the prind pal reasons why no 
more silver dollars were @t our 
mints prior to 1873. The total silver prod-

eervice yesterday afternoon, but the number 
gradually increased until it amounted ‘to 
six and two children. 

The services were opened with the ad- 
minietration of the sacrament. The ele 
ments were bread and water. The dread, 
which was in large slices, was broken and 
diatributed by the elders, and a glass of 
water was then passed around, both ele- 
ments having previously been blessed. 

The sermon was delivered by J. White 
Johnson, who poke at length upon the 
peculfar doctrines of the Latter-day Sain:s, 
the only true organization of which he 
asserted to be the Utah Mormons, the fol- 
lowers of Jcseph Smith and Brigham 
Young. 

(Mr. Johnson began his discouree by ex- 
pressing a wish that the hall had been 
Tull of people, but consoled himeelf and 
his hearers by quoting the text concern- 
ing the presence of the Holy Spirit when 
two or three are gathered together. The 
reverend gentleman gave aa t reason 
of the exceéding sparseneass of disciples in 
Los Angeles that the doctrine of the Lat- 
ter-day Saints was unpopular, as was also 
that of the early Christians, and that ihe 
Mormons were not much thought of by 
sociey in general, but then, said he, 
neither was Christ in Hie day. He as- 
serted that most of the churches do not 
believe in the true and living God; that 
people of the world believe in a God 
everywhere present and nowhere to be 
found. 

This belief, according to Mormon doc- 
trines, is entirely wrong, and Mr. Johnson 
recommended his hearers to look in the 
eighteenth chapter of Genesis if they 
wanted to find what kind of a God Abra- 
ham worshiped. He then told the story of 
the celestial visitors to Abraham's tent, 
and the destruction of Sodam and Gomar- 
rah, and deduced therefrom the inference 
that God was a man like all other men; 
that He came down to see Abraham; ate 
bread and veal, rested, washed his feet 
and conversed sociably with Abraham 
upon the topics of the day, notably the 
bad accounts he had received concerning 
the cities of the plains, and his intention 
of forthwith burning them up. Abraham 
remonstrated, with the effect of making 
God think better of His original plan, and 
allowing the family of Lot to escape. The 
elder gathered from this scriptural tale 
that God was in the flesh, possessed of 
a spirit even as he—the speaker—pos- 

a spirit, but not omnipresent nor 
omniscient, inasmuch as he knew things 
from the reports of representatives rather 
than from any power of his own to know 
all things. 

As God is not a spirit, according to Mr. 
Johnson, men should not worship Him as 
a spirit while they are still in the flesh, 
and should not object to a God who is a 
person like themselves. The speaker then 
quoted copiously from the second chapter 
of Daniel, containing the interpretation by 
the Hebrew prophet of the King’s dream, 
and announced that the rule of iron was 
that of the Roman Catholic Church, which 
was the main cause of the “extinuation”’ 
of the saints in former days. In referring 
to the promise of the kingdom of God 
upon the earth Mr. Johnson said: We, as 
Latter-day Saints, say that God of heaven 
he has already established this kingdom, 
and that the angel of God he has came 


down with an everlasting gospel for to be 
breached to all the earth.“ 


speaker then told the story of the 
foundation of Mormoniem. A young man 
of 14 who concerning the 


then betook himself to the goodto pray for 
light on the subject. A cloud of darkness 
came over him, and the devil appeared and 
parleyed with wum for a while, but the boy 
was vallant.“ and succeeded in routing 
A cloud of light came next, 
and two men appeared. One of them was 
God, who introduced the other 
anxtous inguirer as Jesus Christ. 
young man promptly availed himself of this 
golden opportunity to ask about the sects, 
and received the comfrting reply that 
they were all wrong. The inquiring youth 
was slightly disappointed, as he had ward 
learnings toward the Methodists, but was 
consoled by the promise that he should re- 
establish the true church upon the 2— 
In due time he and another you 
again took to the woods to pray, — 1 — 
were there ordained by John the Baptist. 
who bestowed upon them the power — 
preach, but not the Holy Ghost, “which 
were not then in existence,”’ as Mr. John- 
son put it. Peter, James and John ap- 
peared, though, and laid their hands upon 
the two young men, thus conferring wpon 
them in these days the priesthood of the 
Son of God. 


Mr. Johnson refuted some of the accusa- 
tions against the Latter-day Saints by as- 
serting that we are mot what people think 
we are, and we ‘don"t go after the foolish- 
ness of this world.’’ 

He then referred to the conversion of 
Saul as he had heard ft told in one of the 
worldly churches, and stated that the min- 
?siter had talked as though he were readin’ 
it out of the Bible,“ but that the real in- 
terpretation was very different from the 
one given to the Heteners. Saul had to be 
led down to Damascus after the vision 
vouchsafed ito him, because he were 80 
bhind that he were not able to go,“ but 
even this did not entirely convince the 
tlhard-headed Hebrew, for, to use Mr. John- 
son’s own expressive language: Saul he 
were kinder slow in acceptifi’. of the idee 
that Ananias taught to him.“ 

Paul bappily reformed, however, for the 
speaker gave a minute account of his bap- 
tism, stating that “he were not sl in 
bein’ baptized, and after that he were 
baptized, he had hands laid on him,” and 
announcing that sectarians would do well 
to follow Paul’s example. 

Mr. Johnson then quoted from Matthew 
xx, concerning the Mast charge of Christ 
to His disciples and declared that: Ac- 
sordin’ to the sayin'e of Jesus Christ, a 
man has got to repent and be baptized or 
he can’t enter into no kingdom of heaven. 
If we can find this contradicted in the 
Bible, then Jesus Christ is an impostor, 
and we don’t want to lay that charge 
agin bim.“ Mr. Johnson does not believe 
in deathbed repentances, but the story of 
the thief on the cross and the divine prom- 
ise rather staggered him, until he emerged 
triumphantly from the dilemma with the 
explanation that the thief was only prom- 
ised paradise, ‘‘and if paradise is the king- 
dom of heaven then Christ is not what I 
take Him to de,“ said Mr. Johnson, with 
an air of conviction. 

The speaker then gave & convincing ac- 
count of the resurrection, and stated that 
the Savior had said to Mary, in the gar- 
den: Don't touch me, woman, for I 
have not yet been with my Father,”’ 
which was proof positive that He had not 
been in the kingdom of heaven, ergo, 
neither had the thief{-therefore deathbéd 
repentance did not count. 

Peter had the best chance to know the 
facts of the case, according to Mr. John- 
son, and Peter found out that, during the 
three days, Christ had preached to the 
spirits that were confined in prison 


ac- 
count of disobedience in the of 
Noah. 

Mr. Johnson's account of the im- 
prisonment of these spirits e about 


was graphic and interesting: To use his 
own words: “Noah he were a preachin' 
in the days of the flood and sezee, ‘If 
you don’t look out you'll all be drowned,” 
eezee, but they wouldn't hark to him, and 
the flood came and they was all swept off 
the face of the earth and confined in 
prison. But there were a show for the 
Gisobedient folks in the days of Noah, 
and there are a show for them now, if we 
believe the good old book, which. most 
fotke call the word of God and then shuts 
up.” 

The mature of the chance given to 
erring mortals, Mr. Johnson proceeded to 
explain by the statement: We Latter- 
day Saints are the most liberal-minded 
people on the face of the earth, for we are 
the only ones that gives the dead folks a 
show. We've got a plan of redemption 
for all the folks that died before the 
gospel were preached, and this plan can 
save all the human family if they’ come 
into it.“ 

Just what this plan of redemption was 
the reverend gentleman did not stop to ex- 
plain, but Elder Smith rose and formally 
substantiated all that the good brother 
had said, asserting that the same differ- 
ence did not exist between the Mormons 
and the Bible that lay between the holy 
book and the sectarians. The Mormons 


primitive organization of the church, be- 
ing the only people undef the sun who 
have the really complete organization as 
commanded by the apostles. 

Mr. Smith also expressed great concern 
for the salvation of the fifteen, hundred 
thousand million dead people who never 
heard the gospe: preached, and expati- 
ated upon the grand opportunity afforded 
by the Mormon doctrine fer helping these 
unfortunates to another chance of win- 
ning salvation, stating that over a mil- 
lion had been rescued already, and that 
the good work was going on continually. 

Elder Thomas then rose and declared 


| himself much edified in listening to the 


discourse covering the great plan of sal- 
vation, and enlarged upon the perfect sys- 
tem of redemption given to the Latter-day 
Saints, and the wide-open door by which 
all people might enter and partake of the 
divine system mercifully placed upon 
earth for mankind to make use of. 

He concluded the service with the asser- 
tion that salvation is at the doors of those 
who will listen; to those who turn away, 
condemnation will surely follow, for 

“worldly repentance worketh only ‘death, 
but godly repentance hringeth salvation.

PROMINENT REPUBLICANS. 


From Connecticut State Now Visiting 
Southern CMifornia. 


Among prominent arrivals of Eastern 
men in this city on Saturday afternoon, 
registered at the Westminster, were B. 
W. Maples and E. J. Hill of Norwalk, Ct. 
Mr. Maples is editor and proprietor of the 
Hour newspaer of that city, one of the 
staunch suporters of Reublican principles 
of that so often, in the past, doubtful 
State, when it was a question of whether 
Republicans or Democrats were the right 
men to put in the right place. He is also 
largely interested in manufacturing 
works in Norwalk, so that it may be said 
he is in more than one respect a repre- 
sentative man of Connecticut. Mr. Hill, 
his compagnon de voyage, is also one of 
that State's popular citizens as was evi- 
denced in the fact that in the elections 
of last fall he was elected to Congress 
from the Fourth District by a majority of 
6000 votes over Dr. de Forest, who had 
twice previousty deen elected to represent 
that district. It may also be mentioned 
in this connection that in last year’s elec- 
tions Connecticut murther showed evi- 
dence of wisdom by electing another Re- 
publican Congressman, Mr. Sperry, by a 
majority of over 7000 in a district that 
gave Mr. Piggott, a Democrat, a similiar 
majority at the previous elections. 

The fact that they are in this city at 
the present time is the result of an acci- 
dent, but it is to be hoped that it ia an 
accident whicn neither of them will bave 
cause to regret. Whey they left home it 
was their intention to make the Hawaiian 
Islands their objective point, but railroad 
delays interfered to an extent that pre- 
vented them catching he steamer which 
they intended taking.

for San Francisco not making close con- 
nection with the one from Tacoma. The 
result was they did not reach San Fran- 
— * until the day the Honolulu steamer 

On thelr way from San Francisco to 
thie city they stopped off at Mariposa and 
— a trip through the Yosemite Valley. 

Maples, in Speaking of their future 
— said that he and Congreseman 
Hill would probably remain here until 
February. visting, in the meantime, some 
cf the adjacent cities in thia section, re- 
turning north by way of Santa Barbara. 
From that point they may go as far as 
Elwood. and, taking the etage there, go 
up by way of the coast line Of the South 
ern Pacific, taking in Monterey. At San 
Francisco they will determine whether 
they shall go to Honolulu by the next 
steamer, which leave San Francisco May 
21. or whether they shall return Bast. 
One factor in the programme ie that Con- 
Sressman Hill has scheduled himself to 
leave for Europe June 29, and it is fearel 
that at thie late date a trip to the islands 
would not permit of them getting back in 
time for Mr. Hill's departure.

VALUES AT LONDON. 

LONDON, May 12.—There was virtually 
no change in the money market during 
the past week, rates having been ex- 
tremely easy. On the other hand, prices 
of the week showed a marked general ad- 
vance im values, dealings being no longer 
restricted to mines. The most important 
feature of all was the active purchases of 
American rail securities, since it 
will effectually stop the tendency toward 
a drainage of gold from the United States. 
The return current of bullion will there- 
fore cross the Atlantic at an earlier date 
than usual. The foreign gold movements 
remain. in favor of England. 

Canadian Pacific was oversold, the rise 
being partly due to covering by bears. 
The increase in the weekly traffic ad- 
vanced the shares 1 5-8. The advance in 
prices of American securities has been 
steady and contiuous. The absorption of 
the bond issues for investment was a 
marked feature. The buying was some- 
what indiscriminate and chiefly on account 
of German operators

YIVISECTED, DISSECTED AND 
* INTERRED 


The concluding portion of Horace White's 
rejoinder to Coin's Financial School is 
printed in this issue of The Times. While 
Mr. White's article does not traverse the 
entire territory of currency and finance, it 
Joes cover, in a most effective manner, all 
the ground covered by „Coin,“ and thor- 
olighly takes the foundation from under the 
flippant phrasing, the lame logic, the false 
essumptions, the wrong conclusions, the 
misquotations, and the brazen lies of that 
picturesque pleader for silver monometal- 
Hem and a dishonest dollar, “Coin” is 
vivisected, dissected and finally laid away 
“onder the daisies’ in a thoroughly scien- 
tific manner. 

As Mr. White observes, “Coin’s Finan- 
clal School” could never have achieved its 
large circulation had it not been for the 
clever aid of the cartoonist who designed 
the many pictures which make it attract- 
ive to a certain class of readers who 
‘prefer to arrive at conelusions by object- 
lessons, kindergarten-fashion, rather than 
by processes involving thought. The book 
was written for the applause of the super- 
ficial. It plays directly to the galleries, 
and fails to commend itself to thoughtful, 
serious men. Flippancy and grotesquerie 
have no rightful place in the discussion of 
affairs of vast moment. The antics of the 
clown are well enough in their place, and 
are frequently amusing, but great questions 
of national finance are not to be settled by 
the methods of farce-comedy. 

The concluding portion of Mr. White's ar- 
ticle is no less trenchant in style, and no 
‘eas forcible in its conclusions, than are 
the preceding installments printed in these 


columns. He takes up and refutes, seria-

dim, the fictions and the vagaries of Coin.“ 
The latter declares, for inatance, that the 
Harrison administration was forced by the 
silverites to declare “that all paper was 
redeemable in gold and silver, at the op- 
tion of the holder.“ and that this cut the 
base of the column half in two and left 
us with only half a foundation for our 


financial system: whereas “Coin” had pre- 


viously declared that silver was only token 


money, and had been nothing more since 


4878. Hence, it could not have served 
seven or eight years later as one-half of 
“the base of the column.” 

“Goin’s” dishonest attempt to show that

“Goin’s’ fables regarding the draining of 


our small coins to France is also exposed 


by Mr. White's merciless scalpel. Inciden- 
tally, it is shown by letters from various 
persons mentioned as having attended 


oin's' lectures that they never attended 
any such gatherings, and that, in point of 


fact, the alleged lectures were never de- 
livered. but that W. H. Harvey, writer of 


the book, resorted to a shallow trick, and 


used the names of well-known men, with- 


“out their knowledge or consent, in order 
} to lend a supposed flavor of realism to his 


feeble fictions. 


Among other things “Coin” declares 


+ that redémption money. always disappears 


during wars or great disturbances, and 
that paper money takes its place. Every 
one knows that this is not by any means 
true in all cases of war or other dis- 
turbances, nor is it so usual an occur- 
rence as to establish a rule. 

One of the most silly, and at the same 
time obnoxious, of Coin's“ contentions 
is that war, or revolution, or something 
awfully awful, will happen unless this 
mation opens its mints to the free coin- 
age of silver at 16 to 1. The only logical 
deduction from words on this 
subject, as Mr. White points out, is that 
unless the government adopts the free- 
coinage scheme the free-silverites will 
overthrow the government. This covert 
threat falls little if any short of treason. 

“Coin” is just spoiling for a fight with 
England on general principles.

(lowa State Register:) You may need a 
storm cave for the preservation of life 
during the next thirteen weeks. That 
class of caves saved numerous lives in 
Wednesday's windstorm in Kansas; in one 
case saving all the children at a district 
school, though the building was entirely 
destroyed. The caves can be very cheaply 
built, and will more than save the cost 
of construction every year, if used for 
the preservation of perishable food-stuffs, 
which can be quickly thrown out in case 
the necessity arises for the cave to be oc- 
cupied as a refuge from life-destroying 
storms. Nearly every neighborhood has 
a sample cave and every household in 
city, town and country should have one. 
Halt the average ice bill in towns and 
cities will build a cave and the cave will 
preserve perishable table supplies equally 
as well as iced refrigerators. The sea- 
son is at hand when every family should 
have a cave for the preservation of life 
from destructive windstorms and for the 
safe keeping of perishable foodstuffs 
throughout the warm spring, summer and 
fall months. You have again been fully 
warned, and you will not be entitled to 
much sympathy for the loss of your own 
life if you have had sufficient time after 
this date to build a cave before the wind- 
storm comes to demonstrate that you have 
done, or failed to do thus do your duty 
in providing for the daily comfort and 
safety of your own family.

There is no question 
but a larger number of entries would have 
been received to the P. C. T. H. B. A., purses 
had all the other associations that intend 
to give ‘meetings this year come out with 
their programmes, or a positive announce- 
ment of their intention to give meetings, 
It will be noticed that he aspirant purses 
failed to fill, only two or three rormina- 
tors having entered horses in these classes.

Friady: “A wind is blowing in Western 
Kansas. The thermometer is 105 deg. in 
the shade.” It is significant particularly 
to Southern Californians, because at the 
4ime Kansas was being blown and roasted, 
as reported in the dispatch, Southern Cali- 
fornia was enjoying a day temperature 
of less than 75 deg., accompanied by 
zephyrs sufficeitn to give a healthy zest to 
the air and atid comfort to those fortunate 
enough to be here. One reason for mak- 

comparison between Kansas and 
Southern California climate is for the ben- 
efit of any Kansas correspondent now 
in this section who may be inclined, as 
was one of them recently, to write to their 
home papers’’ and point out the superior- 
ity of Kaisas climate over the climate 
hereabouts.

SUNDAY SERVICES. 


Kind of Weapons Recom- 
mended For Warfare. 


The Vital Union Which Now Exists 
Between Christ and His 
Disciples. 


Restlessness as a Divenely-given Im- 
pulse—Zaccheus the Publican 
and the Tax-Gatherers— 
Other Fruitful Texts. 


The rector of St. John's Bpiecopal 
Church. Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, yesterday 
preached on the vital union which exists 
between Christ and the Christian soul, tak- 
ing for his text St. John xv, 5: I am the 
Vine, ve are the branches.” Reference 
was made to the almost sacred associacion 
of the vine with Hebrew ‘history and litera- 
ture, and the type was one which was fa- 
mailiar to all Jews. Josephus records 
that over the gates of the temple there 
was a representation in gold of a gigantic 
vine, with clusters of grapes Ax feet in 
length. 

The oneness of the vine and ts branches 
is a striking type of the oneness of Christ 
and the Christtan disciple. As the 
branches draw ther sap from the vine 
and yield a glorious fruitage, so the 
true Christian soul draws its spiritual life 
from the Savior, and becomes a blessing 
and a benediction to the world on account 
of that potential life with which ft is en- 
dued. It is a unity, a relationship, unlike 
all human relationships. No mother could 
say to her children, “I am the vine, ye 
are ‘the branches, for although she has 
been the medium for the communication 
of Mte to the child, when the child ts born 
the vital communication ceases, and the 
two are separate entities. Not so, however, 
between Christ and us. There is a con- 
tinuous, uninterrupted communication be- 
tween us and Him, so that we may really 
and truly speak, as we do in the com- 
munion offee, of our being in Him, and His 
being im us. 

Sometimes, however, these branches are 
cut off. There are branches which ‘are 
dead and which bear no fruit. They are 
sere and yellow; fruitless and unprofitable. 
At one thme-they felt the thrill and glow 
and the rapture of that communicated 
spiritual Mte which Christ gives to us. 
Their natural desires, their yearnings, 
their ambiticns, were all tinged and col- 
ored by an essential and potential life, 
which was the communicated life of 
Christ. But there came a time when some 
defect of character, or of life, or of 
thought, some unnatural excresence grew 
up around the branch and checked the 
flow of God's grace. Little by little the 
branch wilted and drooped and ‘faded and 
died. And the husbandman sees the with- 
ered branch and cuts it off from the vine, 
and gathers together theSe dead and with- 
ered branches to burn them. What a ter- 
rible and desolate picture this is of a 
branch, once a healthy living member 
of the vine, once ghossy and bright with 
promising foliage, but now withered and 
cast out to be burned! What an awful 
peture of the man who bu forsaken 
Christ, who feels no spiritual life in his 
veins! There can be no blacker, @arker 
picture in all life’s scenes than that which 
shows the man, once grafted into the body 
of Christ, now moving through the ‘world 
as a withered branch, sapiess, tifeless, 
Godless, ready for the bu , 

S metimes this pruning process is ex- 
tended to the Kving branches, as wel! as 
to the dead ones, though for a different 
purpose and with a different effect. He 
purgeth it, that it may bring forth more 
fruit.” Cut off a dead ‘branch and there is 
no more growth; cut off a living brauch 
and it soon shoots out again, and gives 
forth even a more luxuriant growth. God 
deals with us often in a way which to 


the faithless seems like a hareh and un- 


recessary measure. We may know and 
feel that we are living branches, but 
yet the husbandman comes and prunes and 
cuts. He severs from us this idol of the 
heart, that darling cbject of our love. 
He takes away our health, our posses- 
sions. The process is sharp and painful 
to us. But is there no purpose in it? Is 
it done merely for the sake of cutting 
and weunding? Not so, for He assures 
us that it is for the purpose of our bring- 
img forth more fruit. There never was a 
more sublime truth. Every man and 
woman who has had any experience of 
sorraw, suffering, or bereavement, knows 
that there is nothing which makes us go 
down more quickly upon our knees to 
the awful presence of God than to have 
suffering and sorrow enter into our lives. 
If there is a time when the heart bowed 
down pours out its flood of earnest suppli- 
cation to God, it is when He has eent 
“sorrow into a Christian home. There 
never is a time when the prayer is purer 
and the soul of man more subdued than 
when the Almighty Father, in His wis- 

takes away from us some one around 
whom has clustered the strong tendrils 
of dhe heart. God's grace is too full and 
free to dismay the Christian heart. The 
Christian eoul knows that because of its 
suffering and grief there will come in time 
a more glorious fruition. To de mysti- 
cally united with Christ in that manner of 
which He epeaks, but which our language 


can never fully describe—this is to attain 
e:ernal

The gospel meeting was held at No. 107 
North Spring yesterday afternoon. It was 
under the leadership of Mrs. E. B. Marvin 
of the First Baptist Church, and was a 
Bible reading based upon Luke ix, 23. 
“And He said to them all, if any man will 
come after Me, let him deny himself and 
take up his cross daily and follow Me.” 
Mrs. Marvin said: The first requirement is 
self-denial. This is the most emphatie 
utterance of Christ to His disciples, and 
this daily cross must be something that 
needs constant overcoming, not only be- 
cause Christ commands it, but from a 
higher motive—that is, our love for Christ.“ 

The following references were used by 
Mrs. Marvin: Phil. iii, 7 and viii, 9: Mit- 
thew xvi, 24; Mark viii, 24 and x, 21; Mat- 
ve X. 28; Hebrews xii, 1, 2; Romans 
xv, 3. 

As an example of what satisfaction we 
would find in denying ourselves for Christ 
the speaker said that we were happier in 
doing something for a friend that cost us 
self-sacrifice than in any self-gratification. 
and when this was done for Christ’s sake 
there could be no higher joy. As we 
look at Christ's life on earth we see that 
it was full of this daily cross-bearing, and 
His endurance of the cross meant infi- 
nitely more than ours. We may never un- 
derstand the sacrifice that He made for 
us. As near as we can, let us deny our- 
selves daily for Christ, knowing there ig a 
wonderful joy set before us, even a place 
at God’s right hand. Let us remember 
that “even Christ pleased not Himself.“ 

In closing Mrs. Marvin said: From every 
one of your lives a light can go out. Your 
self-denial should brighten your faces into 
a smile that cheers every one you meet. 
and be sure that for every act in which 
self is crucified there is a record on high.”

PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 

The pastor of Plymouth Church, Rev. C. 
S. Vaile, spoke from the text, “Thy wiil 
be done in earta,” and said: “We are 
living in a restless age. „Whence does it 
come, and Wo shall speak peace? This 
restlessness now pervading civilization is 
@ divinely-given impulse, arising from 
man’s dissatisfaction with himself and with 
other men. It arises from the fact that 
men are no: living as children of God, in 
the spirit of Christ; from the fact that the 
wants and wealth of the race are not so 
related as to bring the best results to the 
conscious moral demands of mankind. 

“These problems of industrial life can- 


not be answered without calm and patient 
study. They are mistaken who say the 


problems are simple and easily solved. The 


law of benevolence which demands that we 
seek the welfare of every person and crea- 
ture, in accord with theif relation and 
absolute worth, ia clear and imperative, 
but to practically carry out this law of 
love in the numberless and intricate rela- 
tions of life fs the most difficult problem 
men have to solve. 

“God has harmoniously related the va- 
rious systems of the human body, but to 
men has been given the task of finding 
harmony in all the workings of civilization, 
in those relations which arise from individ- 
uals being placed in families and nations 
and as having dominion in the earth. 

“There are natural laws in the industrial 
and social world, and these must be dis- 
covered and utilized in accord with moral 
law, to lead to the solution of social prob-

The world is now in a social crisfs, and 
such crises are opportunities for men to 
work out some better thing for mankind. 
If the opportunity be lost, mankind will 
sink back into the trough of the sea to 
flounder there till another divine tide shall 
lift the remnant, bruised and tattered into 
some new hope. Our preachers of social 
righteousness believe the world to be the 
subject of redemption. Henceforth, philan- 
thropy rather than theology, the second 
equal command of love to men, must receive 
more attention from school and church, The 
world believes Christ came to perfect a 
true brotherhood, and it grows restive at 
the delay. 

“Men discover that God has left man's 
welfare, the methods and progress of life, 
largely in man’s keeping. The Father has 
left His children an ample heritage with 
capacities to develop and enjoy their riches. 
Material things are the basis out of which 
grows much of the higher life. If soil and 
seed are wanting the larger harvests will 
not come. Men want wealth for what 
wealth will bring into life. They band 
hemselves into classes to get and control 
material resour-es. Wealth is power. 
Modern inventions have wondrously devel- 
oped and concentrated this power. They 
also permit international labor organization 
and movement. Inventions and social im- 
pulses are not from the evil one, though 
they may be wrongly used. They are 
from God, and should be guided by reason. 

‘All forms of eocial life are good in 
their way of unfolding and ripening, 
then they may give place to some higher 
form. Competition has been one of the 
most civilizing forces. Higher life was 
born out of the conflicts of lower forms 
of life, and society has gained a finer or- 
ganization and discipline through competi- 
tion. The day may come for this to pass 
away in part; the better day of co-opera- 
tion may have da'wned. Our heritage of 
competitive spirit is to be controlled by 
our moral nature. The lew of love rebukes 
our native individualiem. 

‘Capital and labor seem to be drawn up 
for conflict, but surely reason and virtue 
can unite the two forces. Danger comes 
from our being alarmists. Some reform- 
ers would pluck the fruit before it ripens. 
Let us not dogmatize on doubtful propo- 
sitions. These great social forces are 
doth of God. 

“Monopolies are teaching the world the 
true method of production. We want to 
learn how to get the greatest product 
from the least labor, that we may find 
leisure for higher life. The method once 
learned, the ,ownersiip of monopolies will 
need to be changed. 

Labor organization, too, rationally di- 
rected, Will lead to the solution of a more 
just and equable distribution of the prod- 
uct, the problem of today and the cause of 
ita unrest. When needed products are 
most easily procured and equably distrib- 
uted the world will have solved the ques- 
tion of its material Dleesednees. But, who 
Shall co-ordinate the opposing forces? 
The philanthropy of the gospel comes in 
as the divine mediator. 

Three things are to be done: First, to 
learn that philanthropy is the way of 
solving these problems; second, to get this 
new heart of love into men; third, to 
righly apply it to ail the affairs of human 
intercourse. The gospel has promise of the 
life that now is. Christ enforces the les- 
son that the nature of our future life is 
dependent on the relations we hold to 
men in this lite. 

Love of meh; such a regard for others 
that we shall live unto service and self- 
sacrifice that other men may receive each 
his proper heritage; that he have a chance 
to unfold into some true life this philan- 
thropy once accepted by Christians, will 
round out Christ's idea of religion, and ul- 
timately will perfect ‘tthe social relations 
among men.“

Rev. Bert Estes Howard spoke yester- 
day afternoon at the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. A good audience greeted 
him and listened with interest while he ad-. 
dressed them on the subject For the Son 
of Man Came to Seek and to Save What 
Was Lost.“ Immediately preceding the 
address Mr. Lewis sang a tenor solo which 
the audience appreciated. Rev. Howard 
spoke in part as follows: “This declara- 
tion of the miesion on which He came into 
the world from the lips of Jesus himeelf 
is certainly to be regarded as the ‘best evi- 
demce that can be adduced on the subject. 
The emphatic word in the sentence is the 
word came, denoting that salvation of 
the lost was the express purpose for which 
Jesus entered our life. The circumstances 
which brought out this statement are fa- 
miliar to us all; they were spoken in con- 
mection with ‘Zaccheus, the Publican,’ and 
as He came near to the place, looking up, 
Jesus said unto him make haste and come 
down for today. I must needs abide 
in thin house. ‘And ‘he made haste 
and came down.’ The multitude that had 
gathered at once began to find fault be- 
cause Jesus was entertained by the rich 
tax-collector.

fact so bitter was their feeling 
them because of their ex- 
tortion of that class that it was consid- 
ered abominable to eat with them. But 
notwithstanding this fact, Jesus mot only 
receives entertainment at his hands, but 
expressly seeks it, and when the people 
find fault with Him He eays that He en- 
ters Zaccheus's house as a guest, not 


‘cause he is ignorant of the business or the 


social standing of the man, but because 
He came to deal with that very sort of 
men, men who were not right in their 
life: men who had lapsed from their in- 
tegrity and honesty, men whom every- 
body else shunned. And Zacchaeus hon- 
ored His confidence. There is a man 
buried even in the most debased life, and 
no one appreciated that fact more than 
the Master did. With him there was no 
passing of judgment based on a man’s 
outward circumstances. He saw the man 
as he was and as he might be. We see the 
man draped in the miserable garments of 
his condition, and we take note for the 
mest part caly of the things about, him, 
that are a least part of himself. We see 
hia rags, his poverty and his sin. We 
measure the possibility of a man’s salva- 
tion in imverse ratio to the needs of it. 
The more the poor fellow needs the di- 
vine life to make a man of him, the less 
faith we have that he will be reached by 
the living Christ. He did not come to the 
world to preach any dogma of total de- 
pravity. He came to tell men the good 
news of their ibilities on the divine 
side. He goes down to the lowest depths 
of a broken humanity, finds a poor soul 
overladen with sin, and brings the good 
tidings, and begins to develop a glad new 
hope in the discouraged heart.”

It is understood that Mr. Hil- 
lard will take the evening service at Im- 
manuel Church. 


The tenth anniversary of the organiza- 
tlon of Boyle Heights Presbyterian 
Church was observed with special serv- 
ices. The floral decorations were unusu- 
ally beautiful, and the music was excel- 
lent. The morning sermon by the pastor 
was from the text:- “What mean ye by 
these stones?
